To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for Memorial Day. 


7th. To see what provision the Town will vote to 
make in relation to furnishing the Town with a hearse 
for the ensuing year. 


8th. To see if the Town will vote to observe Old Home 
Week and make appropriation therefor.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Board and Citizens of Hudson— 


I herewith present my fourth annual report as superin- 
tendent. 

A manufacturer is not so much concerned with the 
amount of his purchases or sales as he is with the quality of 
the product and the profit from the business. I conceive 
that the same is true of schools. Are we getting an ade- 
quate return on our investment? I believe that we are, 
because our graduates are doing well in secondary schools, 
our buildings, on the whole are in good repair, fairly well 
equipped and properly supplied with the necessities for 
carrying on good schools. We have a strong corps of 
teachers, unusually strong for the price paid. A compari- 
son of salaries as given in the statistical tables shows steady 
advancement and this advancement must continue if we 
are to maintain our efficiency. We are paying less than 
the state average salary for the same class of work. 

Another fact that makes me feel that we are getting an 
adequate return for our money is because last July we re- 
ported to the state the highest per cent of attendance that 
has been recorded here, 93 per cent, and this fall surpassed 
that record by 3 per cent. We have also reduced the num- 
ber of tardy marks this fall, and the school reporting the 
largest number of marks last year, Number Nine, has shown 
the most improvement. Number One school reported 
no tardy marks for the fall term. 

There are still a few parents who do not feel their due 
share of responsibility in seeing that their children are 
regular in attendance. Children under eight years of age 
are not obliged to be in school but if there their attendance 
must be regular, and if their attendance is so irregular as to 
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impede their progress and the progress of others they had 
better cease attendance. 

Twenty pupils, the largest class in a long time, graduated 
from the following schools last June: Webster School, 10; 
Center School, 6; Number Seven, 2 and Number Nine, 2. 
15 or 75 per cent entered secondary schools and one a 
business college. Pupils from Hudson are now enrolled as 
follows; Nashua High School, 33; Pinkerton Academy, 1; 
Colby Academy, 1 and Lowell High School, 1. 

Miss Gladys Vincent has been employed as music 
teacher this year, succeeding Miss Ella G. Russell, who was 
elected District Supervisor of Music in Lowell. Miss 
Vincent has been faithful in attendance upon her duties and 
is getting a good response from the pupils. Her report 
follows. Mr. and Mrs. M. 8. French presented Number 
Nine School with an organ, and Mr. and Mrs. George 
Perham donated an organ to Number One School. Public 
acknowledgment of the gifts is hereby made. Number 
Seven School is now the only building without a musical 
instrument. 

I again urge the formation of a Parent-Teachers’ Asso- 
ciation in order to bring the schools closer to their patrons. 
Such an organization has been formed in Salem during the 
past year and is doing good work. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


My first recommendation is for a school of 36 weeks. 
There is a growing demand for domestic arts and manual 
training courses and the demand is right, but we cannot 
add these courses until we have adequate time to do the 
work. 

Water has been supplied to the Center School and further 
improvement demands a change in the heating arrange- 
ments. The evils of the unjacketed box stove are set 
fourth by State Superintendent Morrison in the following 
terms (See Manchester Union, Fri., Jan. 21.) ‘‘The box 
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stove and long stove pipe of blessed memory in the little 
red school house have probably been responsible for a 
frightful toll of victims. This form of heating and ventilat- 
ing apparatus means in the first place, no air at all, except 
the limited amount which comes in at the door and around 
the windows, and as to heat it means 100 to 120 degrees 
of parching heat on the front seats and just above the child- 
ren’s heads, with 30 to 50 degrees on the floor and in the 
rear of the room.’ Sooner or later the Webster School 
should be heated with steam. . 

Commenting further on the box stove, Mr. Morrison 
says, ‘““There has been installed in many of the schools of 
the state, a very inexpensive and at the same time extremely 
efficient piece of apparatus known as the jacketed stove. 
This apparatus, with a milk pan on the top of the stove, 
kept filled with water, furnishes on the whole, better heat 
and ventilation than most of the expensive ventilating 
systems in the large city schools.”” The personal observa- 
tion of your superintendent backs up the above statement. 
The weekly report cards from my teachers demonstrate 
the facts beyond a doubt. Twenty-five dollars would 
jacket the three stoves in our one-room schools. 

Many of our schools have excellent locations but their 
yards have never seen the expenditure of a dollar. Number 
One School is in a beauty spot but the soil has worn away 
from the entrance to such an extent that puddles of water 
stand there after every shower. A few loads of gravel 
would improve matters. The yard at Number Nine School 
is fast growing to bushes and the children play in the road. 
The building at Number Seven is on a commanding site, 
but the yard is overgrown with bushes and strewn with 
rocks, as is the otherwise excellent yard of the Center 
School. The contrast between the well kept yard of the 
Webster Library and the neglected yard of the Webster 
School excites the comment of the passer by. I do not 
believe that it is necessary for the town to raise a cent to 
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improve these yards. The money is needed elsewhere as 
outlined above. The patrons of the schools should take a 
local pride in the schools such as used to be manifested under 
the district system, should turn out in force, Arbor Day or 
Fast Day, show their practical patriotism, and put these 
yards in proper condition. 

I suggest that each teacher or otherwise interested 
party organize a campaign for an improved yard in her 
school. (Note the pronoun her, since it will be a woman 
who will take the initiative. ) 

Other repairs such as tinting the walls at the Center 
School, installing slate blackboards in the room presided 
over by Miss Morrison and the shingling of the Webster 
School, come under the head of general repairs and the 
school board has full knowledge of these needs. 

I have found the work of supervision in your town pleas- 
ant, being well supported by a school board who have at 
heart the best educational interests of their town.

The desire 
on the part of the pupils to grasp the idea of music is 
very marked and pleasing to all the teachers.
